Clothe* Pltu. 


Where do all the clothes pins go? In- 


numerable dozens of them are flowing 
out into the world continuously from 
the factories, and a single expert packer 
handles 73,000 of them in a day, packing 
100 boxes at a cent a box They are 
made of ash, beech, birch and maple. 
The logs are cut into lengths of 81 inches, 
these are sawed into blocks, the blocks 
into sticks, and the sticks into shorter 
ones, tho length of the clothes pin, about 
BJ inches. These are fed into a lathe by 
an endless belt. The lathe turns them 
Into shape and passes them along by a 
turn table to a saw, which cuts out the 
slot. When the machine is through with 
them it drops them into a box or barrel. 
The pins are then dried in a drying 
house and then put, 80 to 40 bushels at 
once, into a slowly revolving cylinder 
and the friction caused by their tum- 
bling about in this cylinder polishes 
them. A single plant for making clothes 
pins costs from §7,000 to $12,000. But 
what becomes of the pins?—Good House- 
keeping,

Oxide, 


It has long been known that rails of 
tracks in actual use ossdate much slower 
than those of dead tracks, but so far no 
satisfactory explanation has been found. 
W. Spring, in The Bulletin of the Royal 
Belgian academy, shows that this is due 
to the formation of a coating of mag- 
netic oxide of iron under tho influence of 
humidity and pressure. 
In order to 


prove the correctness of this view, Mr. 
Spring has brought moistened rust and 
a clean plate of iron under a pressure of 
from a thousand to twelve hundred at- 
mospheres, which corresponds to that of 
the whee'.s of a locomotive of a thousand 
hundredweights. He found that the 
rust powder had penetrated the iron, and 
formed a coating of magnelic oxido.— 
Science.

mittee. 


Dr. Jonias L. Powell, of the United 


SUtes ormy, has prepared a report for the 
Special Committee of the United States 
Senate on irrigation and recl»mationol the^ 
barren lands of the west. The subject is 
one in which all the people of the we-,t are 
interested, and the report is published for 
the information of all concerned. Surgeon 
Powell's opportunists for studying the 
topography, climatology and soil of Ttxa», 
tb» Indian Territory; Kansas, Colorado, 
Nebraska, Wyoming, Montana and Dakota 
have been extensive, and his views in con- 
nection with the growing industrial inter- 
ests of the regions involved invite careful 
attention. Tho Committee, of whicu Sena- 
tor Stewart is Chairman, »ill begin the 
practical part of its labors some time in 
the early part of July, taking St. Pan! us 
its point of departure. 
In his report Sur- 


geon Powell says: 


"I dare say there are few persons who 


have been raised in the productive regions 
of the Atlantic or Pacific! slopes, where all 
the conditions of rainfall, tenperatnre, etc , 
combine under the operation of a regolur 
cyclical law to give variety to the pursuits 
of man, who would not, at first sight, 
assume that every foot of territory east of 
the Bocky mountains and situated in the 
area indicated would be utterly worthless 
for any purpose save that of grazing, and 
very much of it not even for that. Such 
were my impressions some sixteen years 
ago, npon the occasion of my first ex- 
perience on the western plains, while serv- 
ing as medical offiser to various commands 
op'eratiDg against hostile Indians. Since 
then I have had an opportunity of watch

portnnity of becoming acquainted with a 
project that was inaugurated by a joint 
ttock company foi diverting a portion of 
the waters of th« Atk»nsBB river from its 
proper charm*!, for purposes of irrigation, 
by means of a canal, the exact dimensions 
of which I cannot now rec .11.

homes in the valleys and noar tbe banks 
of the small btreains tbat here and there 
traverse the prairies, the results have not 
been so nnsutisfaoiory, and where they 
bave been to situated as to make available 
for purposes of irrigation the water supply, 
which, though exceedingly limited and 
circumscribed in extent, h,is proved to be

that now, off on the prairie, nre to be seen 
thriving homestead* notting tbe landscape, 
and yielding to their owners, by tbo pro- 
cess of irrigiitiao, for wblob Ihey are 
charged a certaiu rental, au nmpl» return 
(or tbeir labor »nd investni«'nr. I know ot 
and hare heard of other similar inbtaocer, 
hot on a suihller sculp, illustrating the 
«ffloacy of irrigation in regenerating the 
barren lands o( the west. Since com- 
mencing to formulate tbe thoughts that I 
here present in connection with the subject 
under consideration, I have eotae across 
the following estruot, which I clip froin a 
current magazine. Speaking of irrigation 
In Idaho, the writer BIIJB: 
"Lands that are irrigated always prodnoe 


large crops, regardless of the seasons or of 
rain or dvonth; but it ia not alon« in regions 
devoid of rain that irrigation alone is prof- 
itable. It is an absolute necessity in some 
places, but also a great help to agriculture 
everywhere. 
Thus what would seem n 


curse often turns out a blesiiing in disguise. 
Idaho, whern irrigation is an absolute ne- 
cessity, cow offers Ihe f irmers an absolute 
advantage over ordinary land with tbe aver- 
ago rainfall of tbe E .St. Tbere is no seed, 
labor or crop loit by dry or wet seasons. 
The farmer in Idabo being obliged to re- 
sort to irrigation ia quite independent of 
the weather; he can make his crop eaily 
or Ute at will, and can have his land wet 
or dry ns Suits bis convenience, for plow 
ing, cultivation or harvesting. Under these 
eircnru8tancfls,,croos ore usuilly of supe- 
rior quality and tberefore bring h'pher 
prices. Tbe ditch companies are extend- 
ing their operations in the vicinity of the 
Boise river with mo=t gratifying results, BC 
that now Idaho valleys cannot bo excelled 
by any region east of California, for the 
production of frnit. 


"Tbe
